It has been argued thet the non-inter- 
course law of the first of March invested 
the President with a judicial power, that it 
made him the sole judge of what should 
constitute a repeal or modification of the 
orders in council; ahd that as he had un- 
dertaken, from certain information which 
he had received, to judge that the orders 
woukd be rescinded on the tenth of June, 
his proclamation, announcing that he had 
formed this judgment, opened a legal trade 
with Great-Britain, which could not be 
closed again but by anew law. Had not 
we seen this notion, we will not dignify it 
with the name of an opinion, adopted by 
men of real sense and talent, we should 
have pronounced it too feeble and futile to 
merit one moment’s notice ; we have not 
seen one solitary argument in favor of it, 
and are confident thit we never shall see 
one. It must have been entertained from 
the total neglect of all investigation and 
reflection upon the subject. What! When 
the suspens‘on of the non-intercoutse was 
to depend upon an ect frreviousty perform 
ed by a foreign frower, an act which the 
Presidcnt could neither make nor mar, 
which he could only declare to exist, and 
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when, instead of declaring its existence, 
he only announced that he was informed 
and did belicve that it would take place at 
afuture day. yet, in consequence of this

money on the gencral’s drafts. a cony of 
these bills from the accountant’s office, if 
drawn in Taylor’s favor, and dated at the 
time of his residence in New-Orleans, 
Be AANA Bue when ie ts re: 
ynémbered that the charre has been al- 
ready publicly discussed, and that this 
proof so easily obtained, if it really existed. 
has never been produced. the general's si- 
lence affords the strongest reason to be- 
lieve, that he cannot support the excuse 
which he gave to Mr. Bradford and gov- 
ernor Claiborne : at any rate, the officers 
ef government may easily determine 
whether it be well founded. The books 
ef the proper department, will, in a mo- 
ment show whether this large sum of 
money was actually psid during the win- 
ter or spring of 1804, when the purchase 
of sugars was made. If it were not, I re- 
peat, that the proof, thongh otherwise 
light is now conclusive. He has hung up 
his defence on that point, and unless he

All 
that would have ‘been necessary was the 
exhibition of an account, designating the 
sums he had received, and showing how 
they become due. L have received, he 
might have ssid. 6000 dollars by Hallin- 
ger, 6000 by Collins, 9640 by Power: 
put they were the proceeds of a fair trade. 
and here are the accounts to support it. 
This is so natural a course for inno- 
cence to have pursucd. that we cannot but 
suspect guilt when we see it departed 
from: a balance for each .year would 
have humbled his enemies tn the dast, 
avd his character would have been the 
more firmly established fronr the impo- 
tentattack. 

Instead of this, what is done? Why 
the general publishes his Péain Tale, 
| where, in ans* er to the charge of having 
received specific sums of money from the 
Spatiish government, ail he says is this? 
“his [gen. Wilkinson’s} commercial en- 
fagements were exclusively with the 
Spanish government of Loufsiana, after 
his first voyage ; of course, the cash he 
received was from the government of the 
country, and this he received in person, 
on /is bill or by remittance through vati- 
ous channels., The last payment Ws 
made hiny in the year 1769, through his 
agent Vhilip Nelan, being a balance 
which had arisen on the recovery o! 
some tobacco, which after it had been de- 
livered was damaged and lost in the year 
1789." This is the only passage of his 
justification in which he ever alludes to 
any sums received, or endeavonrs to give 
any account of the consideration for which 
they were paid. If he received money 
as he says in fierson, he can tell the a- 
mount. If he drew bills, the sums and 
the parties may be shown. If he receiv- 
ed remittances, there can be no difficulty 
in designating them, and showing by the 
other side of the account the considera- 
tion for which they were poid. These 
vouchers would have been infiol'ely more 
satisfuctory to the public tian general 
Knox’s letters, or than my memogtre to the 
secretary of state, with which he bas en- 
riched his defence. 

General Wilkinson did not do this, be- 
cause KE DID NOT DARE TO EXHIBIT HES 
accounT. He knew the original accounts 
were in my hands, that they were signed 
by him and his agents, and that the result 
of their examination would destroy him 
forever. It appears, however, that before 
the court of enquiry he did produce some 


accounts which have heen cprefuily kept 
from thé public eye. But the result is 


stated in the Sentence and is extremely 
important in this investigation. The 
Semtence (No. 25) states, Ist. That it 
does not appear thot he received any mon- 
cy from the Srantsh government, or any 
of its officers, siuce the year | 73. 

2d. That it does appear by the gener. 
al’s statement, that fis agents several 
years after "91, received and remitted to 
him several sums for tobacco, wh. ') had 
been stored as damaged in the year 1789 ” 
[tis to be remembered that the court of 
inquiry did not think proper to state the 
amount of these several suns, or to desig- 
nate at least the years in which they were 
pad, that we might have compsred them 
witht other payments. Not having the 
uid which the account exhibiterl to the 
court of inquiry would have aflorded, | 
must use the materials Lhave ; they will, 
I believe, be amply sufficient —We have 
it from the general’s admission, as stated 
in the sentence, that he received no mon- 
ey from the sovernment or any of its officers 
lor tebacco or other produce, since the 
year 91. But I have uncontrovertibl; 
shown, that the sum of 6000 dollars by 
Owens, 6333 by Collins, and of 9640 by 
Powers, were all received from the gov- 
ernment or its officers 'ung aher the year 
1791, They were then by his own con- 
fession, not received for tobacco. On 
what account then were they paid? it 
does not appear from whom the sum of 
4 6590 dollérs, Mentioned ip the letter to 
Adair, was received, whether from his a- 
b cent Nolan, or fiom. the officers of gov- 
Perament. I do not therclore iaclude itin 

the above calculation, but added to those 
three sums, they form a total of 28,563 
dollars, which were all received after "9 | 

Now admitting them to be the produce 
of the damaged tobacco, and that this 
damaged tobacco had sold as well as that 
which was nerchantsble, there must have 
been at least 570 hogsheads: an extra- 
ordinaty quantity to have laid forgotten so 
matiy years. But I do not rely, though 
Lsately might, on the evident’ absurdity 
of this poor «xcuse ; I have promised to 
leave no doubt on this point, and I hasten 
to fulfil my engagement. 

We have seen that the general came 
down with a small cargo in t7>7 and that 
in August, 1783, he entered into partner- 
ship with my kinsman Daniel Clark who 
had been his agent for the disposal of ail 
the property he sent down Drevious to the 
partnership.

ing to eight hogsheads for which he made 
himself accountable when soll. None of 
the monies therefore which T have shown 
to bave been paid to yreneral Willison 
atose out of any commercial Urinsaction 
ptinr to the 8th of Aucust, 1788. On 
that day the pul tnership with Daniel Clark. 
senior, commenced. ‘The accounts of that 
partnersiip from the Ist May, 1789, were 
settled on tiut day, and a balance of 2681 
dollars ther, paid to capt. Abner M Dunn, 
the brother ef one of the partners. The 
gross amount of sajes by this acconnt wp- 
pears to be 16.441 dollars. At the foot 
of itis added the Yecetpt of Mr. Dunn, for 
the balance. (See No. 28 ) 

By this account the balance appears to 
have been paid to capt A. B. Dunn, and 
was by him taken round by sea to his 
brother, the partner of Wilkiwson in Ken- 
tucky. ‘ 

On the 5th of September in the same 
year. general Wilkinson was at New-Or- 
leans, and there made another setldement, 
by which it appears that there was a bal- 
ance ouly of 401 dollars in his favor, which 
was paid to Nolan, his agent, by lis or- 
der, (See No 29) and of course, that the 
sum of 6090 dollars stated by Ballinger 
and Mr. Jones to have been taken wp im 
this year could! nothave procceded from 
any of hiscommercialoperations. Anin- 
spection of the account will show that the 
large payments Were always made either 
in advance to Wilkinson himself, or te-his 
order in favour of different persons to 
whom be was indebted. This sccount is 
signed by Wilkinson himself and closes 
the accounts of the partnership, which. as 
we have stated, was disso'ved on the 18th 
of the same month.

Colonel Mariassy; then the battalion of 
Chasseurs under Major Schneider; Next 
the St. G -orgiins under Major Mihail- 
povichs and finally, the two _battaltons of 
vienna Volunteers under Licut Colonel 
Steigentesc and st Quentin. Here also, 
ghe enemy Was defeated ; and the first day 
of this sanguinary engagement terminated 
by the occupation of Aspern by Gen. Vac- 
ant, at the head of enght batta:tons of 
the second columa, while Lieut. Field- 
Morshal Hiller drew the troops of his 
corps from the villawe, placed them aga'n 
in order of battle, and passed the night ua-

— Second Column. 

The advanced guard commanded by 
Lieut. Gen. kremel. advanced by Leopol- 
dan and Kegran towards Hirschstetten, 
and cons'ste:! of ove battalion of Chasseurs 
and two battalions of Antan Mitsossky uo 
der Gen. Witz nverode, as well as the 
brigades‘ of cavalry, Kienau und Vincent, 
under Gen. Veesey. It was followed in 
the same direction by the column from 
jts position near Gerasdorf. 

The  nemy having been discovered 
from the eminences near [irschstetten ly 
be neat Aspern and Lssling, the Brigade 
Vresey Was detached against the latter 
lace,and the Brigade Winzingerode to 
dislodge the enemy from \spern. 

The column deployed before Hirsch- 
stetten in two lines, in order to suppor" 


‘the advanced guard, and leaving Aspern 


tothe right, followed upon the plain, at » 
r distance. 

The brigade of Winaingerode, howev- 
er, met with a spirited resistance in its at- 
tempts upon Aspern. that an attack upo- 
the front alone was not likely to be atten- 
ded with success: the cavairy, therelore. 
of the advanced guard, was pushed for- 
ward from Aspern on tie left, in order to 
support the atria k on the flank with the 
two batteries of cavalry, as wellas to facil- 
itate the junction with the third coluaim 
which was advancing by Brieteniee. A! 
the sume time the regiment of Reuss. 
Plauen ‘vas ordered to the right side o: 
Aspern, with a view to an attack on thar 
plice, the rest of the corps was formed 
into close columns of battalions. 

Meanwhile the enemy formed his left 
wing, which he refused towards ‘\spern 
and his right upon Esslingen. Thus he 
advanced with columns of mfantry aa’ 
eavalty upon the main army. while an -x- 
wemely brisk cannonade supported him 
A line of twelve regiments of currassiers 


‘formed the centre of the second ijine o! 


the enemy, giving to the whole an impo 
ging aspect. 

“Meanwhile the attack of a battilion of 
Renss-Plauco on Aspera was repuiscd, 
and it gave way being thrown into con- 
sternation by the loss of its commander 
but it ratlicd immediately after— Coun: 
Rellegrade ordered General Vocquant to 
renew the attack with the regiment ol 
Vogcisany, an! to carry Other villares a 
allhazirds) The latter obey.d the order 
With the most brillant success, and As- 
pern, though defended by 12,000 of the 
best of the enemy’s troops, Was carried 
by storm ; Va quant beng assisted by the 
regiment of Reuss-Plaucn by a battabon 
of Archduke Rainer, and by the brigade 
of Mair of the third column. 

Tofrustrate this attack, the enemy ad- 
vanced with two columns of infantry, sup- 
ported by his heavy cavalry, upon the 
main army. repulsed regiments of 
Blenay and Vinccn’s ieht horse, and fell 
upan the cif atry 

The batts oxpectas him with their 
firelocks realy. aud with cool intrepidity, 
fired at ten paces distance so effectually 
a totally to rout lac chemy, upoo Which 
Gen Vesee, at the head of a division o 
Kicnau, attacked the enemy's cuirassicr: 
With such energy, that their reircat wa: 
followed by that of the infantry 

Hereby the army long the whole ol 
its line was disengaged from the enemy, 
obtained com nun.cation on the left with 
the corps of Prince Holienzollern, and be- 
came poss. ssed of the fmportant post of 
Aspern) The enemy being in full retreat, 
attempted po further attack, and confined 
himself merely tou a cunponade The 
corps remained during the night under 
arms—-the enemy repeited, indeed, his 
attacks on Aspern, but they all proved un- 
successful. 

Third Column. 

This column, accord.ng to its destina- 
tion, hud begun its march from its posi- 
tion at Seiering, by the road of Susscn- 
brunn and Breitenlee. Some divisions of 
O'Reilley's light horse and chasseurs 
formed the advanced guard of the colucnn, 
and at three o'clock in the furenoon, met 
Rear Hirschsteticn, the left wing of the 
enemy, which consisted mostly of cavalry. 

At ebout this time the first and second 
Columns advanced iatrepidiy upon As- 
Si and tie énemy began to fall back to 

8 position between Essiingen ond As- 
Pern, Lieut. General Hohenzolleris, order- 
ed up his batteries, and a very brisk can- 
honede commenced on Loth sides. 

The first line furmed in close columns 
oP battalions, and advanced with the great

Joseph Colloredo, Zetiwits, Freon, a bat-

Bureleh, Maier, and Koller, de- 
monstrated with unparalleled fortitude 
what the fixed determination to cong ier 
or die is capable of effecting against the 
most impetuous attacks 

The enemy’s cavalry worned the bat- 
tarioas on both wings, penetrated between 
them, repulsed the squadron®of ©’ Reilly's 
hght horse, who were unable to withstand 
such a supcrior force, and in the confi. 
dence of victory, summoned those corps 
of heroes to lay down their arms. A well 
directed and destructive fire was the an- 
swer to this degrading proposition aud 
the enemy’s cavalry abandoned the field, 
leaving behind them a considerable num 
ber of dead, 

This corps, as well as the others, pas. 
sed the wight on the field of battle. 

fou th and fifth Columns 

They were both composed of the corps 

of Lieut. Gen. Prince Rosenbury, on eith 

rbank of the Rustbach, and directed 
their march from their position to the 
right and left of Deutsch Wagram. 

The fourth proceeded through Rochs- 
dorf straight o Esslingen. Col. Hardegy 
of Schwatzenberg’s Hulans conducted the 
dvanced guard. 

Vhe fiith directed its march towards 
ve left, in order to go a circuit round the 
utte town of Enzersdorf, and drive the 
enemy out of the place. It was reintor- 
ced by Stiptic’s Hussars, under the com- 
wand of Col. Frolich. Lieut. Gen. Kic- 
nau led the advanced guard of both col- 
umns 

As this circuit round Enzersdorf obh- 
ced the fifth to describe a longer line, it 
Was necessary for the fourth to advance 
rather more slowly. 

Enders lorf, however, was quickly taken 
possession of by Stiptic’s Hussars, and 
of the Wallacho, Llyrian Frontier Revt- 
ment. as it was already for the greatest 
purt evacuated by theenemy, from whom 
no more than 30 prisoners could be ts- 
ken 

Both columns now received orders to 
dvance upon Essiingen. 

Phe fourth in cluse columns of battal 
ons of « zartorisky’s, Archduke Louis's 
wud Coburg. who were twice success vely 
attacked by upwards of two thousand of 
the chnemy’s heavy cavalry; but these 
vere ech time put to fleght by our brave 
ufantry with considerable loss 

Of the filth column, two battalions of 
Chasteler’s advanced directly upon bss- 
ingen, while two battalions of Beilegrde’s 
were ordered to penetrate tie left bank of 
the village, and the small contiguous 
wood. ‘two battahons of Hiller’s and 
Sztarray’s, besides the Archduke Ferdi 
nend's and Stipuc’s regiments of hussars, 
ind two divisions of Rosenberg’s light 
horse, were in the plain in readiness to 
support them. 

These combined attecks were made 
twice successively with uncommon intre 
p city, the enemy's troops were repulsed 
at all points, and driven into the villave of 
Esshinyen which had been scton fire.— 
But as the enemy’s army was drawn up 
in several jines between Esslingen and 
Aspern, and met each new attack with 


fresh reinforcements, because the safety of 


his retreat depended on the possession o! 
this village; ourtrocps were obliged to 
abandon it at the approach of mht, and 
to avait, under arms, the arrival of morn- 
Ing. 

The reserve corps of cavalry had march- 
ed ‘n two columns, under the command 
of Gen. Prince of Lichténstein, and ad- 
vanced upon the New Ine between Rasen- 
prof and Breiteniee. Gen. Count War- 
tensieben with Blankenstcin’s lussars, 
conducted the advanced guard. 

No sooner did the enemy perceive the 
general advance of the army, than he pia- 
ced the buik of bis cavalry, supported by 
some battalions of infantry, tu order of 
battle between Fsalingen and Aspern, and 
commenced a brisk cannonade upon the 
columns of Austrian cavalry as cicy ad- 
vanced, 

Prince Lichtenstein directed his col- 
umns to march forward in two lines, on 
which the enemy detached four or five 
:housand cavalry from his position to tie 
right, by way et Essiingea, and excited 
some apprehension that he would impede 
the progress of the fourth column, or even 
preak through it. “The Prince, therclore, 
ordered four regiments to the left, and 
kept the second column formed in two 
Ines, Ul) he wes convinced thatthe fourth 
would not meet with auy impediment to 
its march. . 

During this movement the remainder 
of the enemy's. cavalry, siso advanced 
with the greatest confidence, towards the 
gight wing ol (be Austrian. they were 
received With a firmness which they prob- 
ably cid not expect.

Wards the potat of union between the ca- 
valry of the corps of reserve and the left 
wing of Prince Hohenzollern, and feil 
‘masse upon the brigades of cuirassiers 
of Generals .Keoyber, Kaary and stegen- 
hal, but by the steady intrepidity of the 
Blandenser’s end Riessh’s regiments, 
Who With the utmost yailagtry made a 
sudden attack on the enemy's flanks, lis 
cavalry was again repulsed, and part of it, 
which had fallen upon some of the reyi- 
ments of the new levies, placed. in the 
third line, was cut off, and there taken 

Meanwhile night came on, aad it was 
passed vy the Prince in the best state of 
preperation on the ground which he jad 

aned from the enemy. 

For the firsttime Napoleon had sustain- 
ed a defeat in Germany. Fromthis m>- 
ment he was eeduced to the rank of bol 
and successful Geherals, who, like him- 
self, after a long service of destructive a- 
chicvements, experienced the vicissitudes 
of lortune. The charm of bis invinerbili- 
ty was dissolved. Nolonger the s/roiled 
child of fortune 3 by posterity he will be 
characterised as the spart of the fickle 
goddess.—New hop-s begin to animate 
the oppressed nations. lo the Austrian 
army the 2istof May was a grand and 
glorious epoch, that must inspire it with a 
consciousness of its strength, and a confi- 
dence in its cnergics. Overwhelmed by 
our‘irresisuble infantry, its proud oppo- 
nents were ext. nded in the dust, and the 
presence of their hitherto unconquered 
inperor was no longer capable of suatch- 
ing from the heroes of Austria the laurels 
which they had acquired ' 

Napoleon's glory was obviously at stake. 
—New efforts were to be exp-c'ed the 
following day ; but he was also oblig-d ‘o 
firht for his existence. By means of fire 
siups sent down the Danube, the Arch 
duke had caused the enemy's bridge on 
tue Lobau to be eroken down. and its re- 
pairs would take up several hours. Mean. 
while Napoleon bad already im the eve- 
ning been joince by the corps of Gen. Ou- 
dinot ; and all the disposyble troops fol 
iowed from Vienna and the Upper Dan- 
ube, and were transported across the rivet 
in vessels as fast as they arrived. Whe 
\rchduke on his part, ordere the wrena- 
lier corps which had not had any share in 
the first encagement, to advance from its 
postion near Gerasdorf to Breitenlee ; 
ind the short ‘nicht was scarcely sufficient 
to complete the respective preparations 
for the commencement of a second trage- 
dy. 

BATTLE OF THE 22d OF MAY..

With the morning’s dawn the enemy 
renewed his attacks, which far surpassed, 
in impetuosiiy, those of the preeeding- day 
It was a conflict of vaior and mutual exas- 
peration. Scarcely had the French Guards 
compelled General Vacquant to abandon 
Aspern, when the regiment of Klebek a- 
gain penetrated into the burning village. 
drove ba k the choicest troops of the ene- 
my, and enpaged ina n-wecontest in th: 
midst of the conflagration, ull, at the ex- 
prration of an hour, it was also Ubliged to 
give way. The regiment of Benjovsky 
now rushed in, and at the first onset 2ain- 
ed possession of the church-yard, the walls 
of which Freld-Marshal Livutenaut Hiller 
immediately ordered the first division of 
pioneers to pull down, and tie church. to- 
ether with the parsonage. to be sei on fire 
Thus was this regiment, supported: by 
some battalions, commanded by Genera! 
Bianchi, at length enabled to matotain i- 
selt at the entrance of the villages, atter 
overcoming the resistance. bordering on 
des;ar, oppesed by the flower of the 
Frenel army. 

Neither could the enemy produce any 
farther effect on the bushy mcalow, afer 
Licutenant-General Hiller had ordered 
the force there to be supported by two bat- 
talions, of Anton Mittrowsky’s aud a but- 
tery ; on which the Jugers, St George's, 
and two battalions of Vienna Voluntecrs 
drove him from his advantageons position, 
which he never alterwards attempted to 
recover. 

As about this time the left wing of the 
corps was I:kewrtse placed in security by 3 
baitcries sent by the Lieutenant-General, 
to support the general of cevalry, count 
Belicyrade, and the latter maintained his 
ground against Ue most desperate attacks 
of the enemy : the Lieutenant-Ceneral 
Ifdicr kept lies position on the lett flank of 
the enemy. aud the victory was decided in 
this quarter. The corps was therefore a- 
yain jormed in two lives, and thus await- 
ed the approaching events.

General the Prince 
vf Hohenzollern he engagement now 
became general; the regiments of Rohan 
D’Aspre. Joseph Colloredo and Stain, re- 
pulsed ail the attacks ofthe enemy, The 
yenerals were every where at the head o! 
their troops, and inspired them with cour- 
age and perseverance. The Archduke 
himself seized the colours of Zach’s, and 
the battalion, which had already begun to 
give way, followed with new enthusiasm

jutant-general, Count Colloredo, received 
‘a batlin his head, the wound from which 
was considered dangerous, a squeeze of | 
the hand signified to him the concern of 
his sympathizing commander, who filled 
with cantempt of death, now fought for 
glory and for his country. 

The attacks of our impenetrable corps 
both with the sabre and the bavonet, so 
rapidly repeated and so impetuous, as to 
be unparralleled in mibtary annals, frus- 
trated all the intentions of the enemy.

About this time incut general the Prince 
of Hobenzollern observed on his left wing, 
vear tssbneen. a chasm, which had been 
formes during the heat of the engagement, 
pnd afforded an advantageous point of at- 
tack. Frelich’s regiment, commanded by 
colonel Meeserv, Was ordered ‘thither in 
iaree corps, and repulsed four regiments 
of cavalry, accompanied with infantry aud 
aitille ry. 

The corps remained in the position 
which they had taken, tll the Grenadiers 
of the reserve, which the Archduke had 
ordered forward from Brienteniee, arrived 
to relieve the battalions exhausted with 
the sanzuinary conflict, and continued the 
attack upon the centre of the enemy’s po- 
sition. Lieut. Gen. D'Aspre penetrated 
with the four battalions of grenadiers of 
Pezezinsky, Puicany, Scovaux and Scur- 
lach, without firing a shot, to the cnemy’s 
cannon, Where he was flanked by such a 
destructive fire from Esslingens that noth 
ing but the presence of the Archduke 
who hastened to the spot, could ha¥e m- 
duced his grenadicrs to metntain their 
ground. Captain Count Dombasle had 
already reached the enetiy’s hatiery, 
when he was wounded by two balis and 
quitted the field. 

Atout noon the Archduke ordered a new 
assault upon Esslingen, which was sme- 
diately undertehen by Field-Marsha!- 
Licutenant D’Aspre with the grenadier 
battelhons of Kirchenbetter and Scovaux 
on the ielt, aud Scartach and Gregory on 
the front.
